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COP 28 Resolution 51/57: Although the outcomes presented throughout the document 
represent key and major progress made across the four pillars, they are not an exclusive 
nor entire list of outcomes of the global climate action agenda throughout the two 
weeks. As mentioned above, the Global Climate Action Portal, on its Events Tracking 
page, has captured over 170 announcements made at COP 28, ranging across pledges 
and declarations, publications and reports, new initiatives, and progress and updates. 
This number is more than double that of COP 27. 
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Resolution point 51 highlights the significant progress made across various pillars of the 
global climate action agenda during COP 28. It acknowledges that the outcomes 
presented in the document are not exhaustive but represent key advancements. It 
mentions the Global Climate Action Portal’s Events Tracking page, which captured over 
170 announcements made at COP 28, demonstrating a substantial increase compared 
to COP 27. 


Positive Side: 


Comprehensive Engagement: The acknowledgment that the outcomes presented are not 
exclusive indicates a comprehensive approach to assessing progress, recognizing that 
there may be additional achievements beyond those highlighted, 


Quantifiable Progress: The significant increase in the number of announcements 
captured at COP 28 compared to COP 27, as documented by the Global Climate 
Action Portal, demonstrates tangible progress and a growing momentum in global 
climate action efforts. 


Diverse Range of Initiatives: The wide range of announcements captured, including 
pledges, declarations, publications, reports, new initiatives, and progress updates, 
reflects a diverse array of actions and commitments from various stakeholders across 
different sectors. 


Transparency and Accountability: The tracking of announcements through the Global 
Climate Action Portal’s Events Tracking page enhances transparency and accountability 
by providing a centralized platform to document and monitor progress made during 
COP 28. 


Negative Side: 


Potential Overlooked Outcomes: While the document acknowledges that the presented 
outcomes are not exhaustive, there is a possibility that certain significant achievements 
or initiatives may not have been adequately captured or highlighted, leading to a 
potential oversight of key outcomes. 


Quality vs. Quantity: While the increase in the number of announcements captured at 
COP 28 is notable, the focus on quantity may overshadow the importance of the quality 
and impact of these announcements in driving meaningful climate action. 


Fragmentation of Efforts: The diverse range of announcements captured may also 


reflect fragmentation or lack of coordination in global climate action efforts, potentially 
hindering synergies and collective impact. 
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Need for Comprehensive Reporting: While the Events Tracking page provides valuable 


insights, a more comprehensive reporting mechanism that includes detailed analyses 
and assessments of the announced initiatives’ effectiveness and alignment with climate 


goals would enhance understanding and evaluation of COP 28 outcomes. 
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
